FIVE INDICTED FOR ‘PAID’ 
MURDER OF SHIP'S ENGINEER 


Prosecutor at Oakland, Cal., Says 
One Man. Admitted Getting $60 
for Part in Crime. 

By the Associated Press. 

OAKLAND, Cal., Sept. ‘1. — Five 
men were indicted for murder by 
the Alameda County grand jury 
yesterday in the killing of a steam- 
ship’s chief engineer. District At- 
torney Karl Warren said the “paid” 
crime grew out of bitterness be- 
tween left wing and conservative 
labor factions. Labor representa- 
tives have denied this was the 
cause. & 

Those indicted were: Earl King, 
secretary of the Bay District Ma- 
rine Firemen, Oilers, Wipers and 
Water Tenders Union; George Wal- 
lace and E. H. Ramsay, all in cus- 
tody; and two who Have not been 
arresied. 

Warren said testimony of Wal- 
lace, recently arrested in Browvs- 
ville, Tex., implicated King, Ram- 
say, Ben Sacowitz, who is being 
sought, and a seaman known only 
as “Wimpy.” 

Wallace said he was paid $60 for 
his part in the killing of George W. 
Alberts, chief engineer of the 
freighter Point Lobos, who was 
found beaten and stabbed to death 
in his cabin last March, the prose- 
cutor said. Warren described Al- 
berts as strongly opposed to leftist 
workers in his crew.

Testimony of New York 

Police Commissioner in 
| District Attorney’s Re- 
moval Trial. 


By the Associated Press. 

ALBANY, N. Y., Sept. 1.—Police 
Commissioner Valentine of New 
York testified today at the removal 
hearing of District Attorney Wil- 


iliam F. X. Geoghan that he urged 


Geoghan, his friend of 20 years, 
to resubmit the Drukman murder 
case to the grand jury. 

“I told Geoghan last September 
that 1 was ashamed of the Druk- 
man case and he ought to be 
ashamed of it,’ Valentine testified 
before, Gov. Herbert Lehman. “I 
told him about the ugly rumors of 
bribery of police and District At- 
torney’s men. . Rumors I knew 
had to be true. . . And I asked 
him again to bring this case out 
into the open and resubmit it to a 
grand jury.’ 

“Not once but 10 times,” said Val- 
entine, pounding his knee and a 
nearby desk violently. “He told 
me that night he would not reopen 
the Drukman case.” 

Geoghan sat at his counsel table 
leaning back. Both men were red 
(of face, obviously angry. | 

Only a few minutes before Valen- 
tine had sat by and listened to the 
white-haired District Attorney deny 
that Valentine had ever asked for 
resubmission of the Drukman case 
‘to a grand jury. 

The grand jury failed to return 
an indictment. Later three men 
were convicted. 

Became Political Issue. 
The Drukman murder case be- 


-|eame suddenly a political issue in 


New York City last fall when 
Geoghan’s opponent in the Novem- 
ber election—Dr. Joseph D. McGold- 
rick—charged that murder “is safe 
in Brooklyn” with the Democratic 
Geoghan in the District Attorney's 
office. 

The Kings County prosecutor, 
fighting removal on charges of in- 
competence, blamed the police in 
the Drukman case. Valentine in- 
sists that he did everything he 
could to get the Drukman case 
solved. He testified Mayor LaGuar- 
dia had stated that “this case will 
never be closed up until there is a 
resubmission or an indictment.” La- 
Guardia is a Republican-Fusion 
Mayor, and Valentine is his ap- 
pointee.

Order Affects 24 Railroads Serving 

Feeding Grounds in 15 

States. <

WASHINGTON, Sept. 1. —. The. 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
today modified an order providing 
reduced rates on cattle shipments 
from drouth-stricken areas‘to in- 
clude 72 additional counties in Kan- 
sas, Nebraska and Montana, affect- 
ing 24 roads serving feeding 


grounds in 15 states. 

The reduced rates provide for a 
charge of 85 per cent of the regular 
rates for taking the cattle out, and 
15 per cent for returning them. 

The feeding groynds are located 
in Colorado, Idaho, Llinois, lowa, 
Kansas, Michigan, Minnesota, Mis- 
souri, Montana, Nebraska, South 
Dakota, North Dakota, Washington, 
Wisconsin and Wyoming: 

The order affects 51 drouth- 
stricken counties in Kansas, one 
in Montana and 20 in Nebraska.

SEATTLE, Sept. 1—The Seat- 
tle Post-Intelligencer answered the 
American Newspaper Guild com- 
plaint yesterday, challenging the 
constitutionality of the Wagner La- 
bor Relations Act and the jurisdic- 
tion of the Regional Labor Rela- 
tions Board here. 

The reply, sent to Charles W. 
Hope, director wf the Regional 
Board, bore the signatures of W. V. 
Tanner, resident publisher of the 
paper; H. Sylvester Garvin and Ed- 
ward G. Woods, attorneys repre- 
senting the newspaper. 

A dissent to the charges made by 
the guild in its original complaine 
against the Post-Intelligencer was 
included. The guild had contended 
that Frank M. Lynch, a photogra- 
pher, and Everhardt Armstrong, 
drama critic, were discharged for 
guild activity. The Post-Intelligen- 
cer management said they were dis- 
charged for cause. 

“No Business Place in State.” 

The company’s answer was ac- 
companied by a motion to dismiss 
the International News Photos, Inc., 
as respondent, “for the reason that 
there is no such corporation,” it 
having been dissolved, and to quash 
service as to William Randolph 
Hearst, the Hearst Consolidated 
Publications, Inc., Hearst Corpora- 
tion and American Newspapers, 
Inc., because they had no place of 
business nor residence in the State. 

Attorney E. D. Salinger appeared 
for Hearst and the corporations in 
the motion to quash, and O. W. 
Merritt, assistant secretary of 
Hearst Publications, Inc., signed 
the answer and motion to dismiss. 

The answer stated Lynch “was 
discharged * * * by reason for his 
inefficiency, inability and unwill- 
ingness to perform the work rea- 
sonably required of him * * * and 
that by his subsequent conduct he 
has disqualifie*’ himself from pos- 
sible reinstatement.” Armstrong’s 
dismissal was ascribed to “gross in- 
subordination and his unwilling- 
ness to comply with reasonable or- 
ders.” 

Chiefly Intrastate Business. 

The answer contended the Post- 
Intelligencer conducts a chiefly in- 
trastate business, “less than 3 per 
cent of its daily circulation and 
less than 8 per cent of its total cir- 
culation ever going outside the 
State of Washington.” x 

The answer, made in the name of 
the Hearst Publicaticns, Inc., con- 
tended that the filing of the com- 
plaint by the National Labor 
Relations Board and the proceed- 
ings and relief attempted to be had 
thereunder * * * are illegal 
and void and contrary to the 
Constitution of the United States 
in that such proposed actions 
would abridge respondent’s free- 
dom of speech and of the press 
as guaranteed “particularly by the 
First Amendment.”

— The 
United States Public Health Ser- 
vice is attempting to deliver a 
'strain of living malaria germs to 


the British Ministry of Health in 
London. 
to experiment with these American 


germs in treating paresis, a form | 


of insanity. 
The Health Service has sent Dr. 


L. R. Thompson, the assistant Sur- | 


geon-General of the United States, 
to cross the Atlantic with a vial 
of the living germs packed in ice. 

Dr. Thompson sailed from New 
York Wednesday. 
the journey will be the first 
serum. 

The strain, officials said, has 
proved successful 4n the United 
States in paresis treatment. It was 
produced at the Public Health lab- 
oratory at Columbia, S. C. 

Kept at 50 degrees Fahrenheit, 
the serum is now being shipped all 
over the United States in living 
condition. It is produced by in- 
fecting mosquitoes with malaria, 
dissecting their salivery glands and 


transferring the malarial sporozites | 


to a culture medium.

In some instances, it is easy to believe that a dif- 
ferent outcome of the election in certain precincts 
might have changed the result in the city as a whole. 

It is incredible that in so many precincts, even 
under the tutelage of machine ward-heelers, the vot- 
ers should have cast their ballots in the complete 
unison of opinion shown. Such a condition does not 
ring true to human nature, human fallacy or the law 
of averages. For example, how, under proper condi- 
tions of voting, could exactly the same total vote 
be cast for every, office, whether there was one can- 
didate for an office, or two, or more? ‘Yet that is 
what the official returns show repeatedly. This con- 
dition is even carried into the complicated voting for 
Circuit Judges, where Democratic voters had to 
choose six out of 25 candidates and Republicans six 
out of 10. The voting for the circuit bench consti- 
tutes one of the most amazing features of the situa- 
‘tion. One-third of the membership of that vitally 
‘important tribunal is to be elected this year. 
| Credulity is taxed to accept the accuracy of a 
‘count showing a complete absence of votes for so 
/many candidates in so many precincts. The history 
of elections—even the city-wide result for this pri- 
|mary—is at variance with the official returns show- 
ing identical totals for various offices in many pre- 
cincts. The usual regult is the casting of more 
votes for unopposed candidates than the aggregates 
for those having contests, and the casting of more 
‘valid ballots,in simple contests than in complicated

The half year showing was only 
about 13 per cent below profits for 
the corresponding 1930 period. 

Discussing, the 50 per cent in- 
crease in reserve requirements for 
member banks Aug. 15, the reserve 
bank noted the “only discernible 
change in the position of the reserve 
banks was a small increase in the 
number and amount of loans to 
member banks, caused by borrow- 
ings of a few banks that did not 
have sufficient funds immediately 
available to cover the increase in 
their reserve requirements. 

“The aggregate amount of such 
loans to member banks was about 
$1,400,000 in this district and ap- 
proximately $2,100,000 for the coun- 
try as a whole.” 

Following the boost, the bank 
said. the ratio of excess reserves to 
required reserves was smaller in 
than the average 
for all member banks. 

The ratio for New York City 
dropped from 96 to 30 per cent. All 
member banks had a ratio of about 
60 per cent compared with 120 be- 
fore the boost.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 1.—Broad 
advance in tourist travel this sum- 
mer is reported by the Commerce 
Department. 

For the week ended Aug. 26, the 
department found business at New 
England resort hotels 12 to 20 per 
cent ahead of last year. A “tre- 
mendous increase” in summer trav- 
el was listed for Florida, tourist 
business jacked up gasoline tax 
revenues in Texas sufficiently to 
pay for the State’s participation in 
the centennial celebrations and 
tourist traffic in Oregon was at a 
“record rate.” Buffalo and Minne- 
apolis also reported upturns and va- 
cation travel generally upped 
leather goods and luggage sales in 
New York.

terests and prejudices. 

The kind of union which permits 
a wife to boast, “We've never spent 
a night apart in 20 years of mar- 
riage. Ed wouldn't dream of g0- 
ing anywhere without asking me, 
even to lodge meeting.” 

Or which allows a husband to 
brag, “The little woman’s never 
pulled a tantrum on me yet. Thank 
God I haven't one of those manag- 
ing females—always nagging. I run 
things according to my ideas, and 
Maria keeps her finger outta the 
pie.” 

This sort of thing, I maintain, is 
worse for our human nature than 
any amount of grief, shock or hard- 
ship, and is responsible for more 
cussedness than all the booze, drugs 
and gambling and wicked ladies put 
together. 

No human being, either married 
or single, could receive such cod- 
dling without becoming a Public 
Pest—conceited, cowardly and ut- 
terly contemptible. . There ‘is no 
|person more difficult or exasperat- 
Ing to work with than such a pro- 
| tected, pampered husband or wife. 
| We SHOULDN'T be contented. 
We SHOULDN'T be sure of each 
other’s approval—or safe from each 
other’s adverse criticism. 

We NEED conflict and criticism. 
We NEED separations and mis- 
understandings, disagreements and 
rumpuses. 

We need these things for our 
mental hygiene. A life that is 
never stirred up STAGNATES, as 
surely and horribly as water that 
18 never stirred up. 


We need differences, in us and 
between us. Challenging differ- 
ences. Disturbing differences. Love 
atrophies without such differences 
—loses its zest’ and allure. 


We need — how desperat 
need!—PRIVATE LIVES, ge 
VATE PERSONALITIES. We need 
above everything else in marriage. 
to BE OURSELVES. It is our 
fundamental duty and right. 


Our bodies need time by them- 
Selves. Our minds need time by 
themselves. The constant, cling- 
ing intimacy which some men and 
women so admire, is NOT beauti- 
ful—not even decent. Nor is it a 
sign of affection. It is a sign of 
IMMATURITY. 


The person who can’t bear to be 
alone hasn’t grown up. He or she 
\is a tiresome infant, and should be 
treated accordingly. No person is 
fit to marry who has not learned 
to live alone at times—and permit 
_the Other Fellow to do likewise. 


Most marriages fail not because 
| the pair are cruel of unfaithful, but 
because they try to make marriage 
a refuge from life. 

They try to find in marriage all 
those privileges and protections and 
-pettings which life, rightly, refuses 
to grant normal human beings. 
They are forced in the factory or 
office, shop or studio, to face the 
normal tests and take the normal 
| beatings. Marriage seems a haven 
‘from all such unpleasantness. Joy-

So announces Prof. Walter B. Pitkin of 
Columbia, consultant and lecturer on 
youth and its employment problems; 
author of “Life Begins at Forty” for the 
frustrated middle-aged folks, labeled by 
George Jean Nathan the “ostrich trade.” 


“I got a letter not long ago from a 
young married man, a college graduate, 
out of a job. It was a terrific sob-letter. 
So I sent a letter of my own by air mail 
to a friend in Minnesota. The two got 
together, and this is what happened: 


“*You can start right in this afternoon 
and wash my dog,’ he told him. ‘I'll give 
you a dollar. And I have friends who 
would be glad to have their dogs washed. 
Of course, some of the dogs are tough, 
and you'll be lucky if you don’t get bitten 
during the first week or two.’ 


“Well, that youngster just looked at my 
friend, gulped, changed color, and then 
asked him for time to think it over. He 
never showed up again. 

“Now, the joker in the whole thing is 
that my friend had four or five real jobs 
to offer the young man, if he had only 
shown willingness to do anything. But 
he was too proud to wash dogs.

“I’m a college graduate. I want a job 
as a waiter.” 

The cafe boss was glad to see him. 
“You've got good appearance, and a good 
command of English,” he said, “I’m glad 
to hire you.” 

The recent B. A. served two weeks with 
a tray and napkin. Then came a promo- 
tion to head waiter. The youngster is on 
his way in the restaurant business. As 
the old French proverb has it: “There is 
really no stupid profession.” 

But while Dr. Pitkin sticks to his “Take 
any job, and like it,” as a way to Yet one’s 
foot on the bottom rail of the ladder, he 
also believes that the unemployed youth 
should start out with some definite idea 
of what he wants to do. If he can con- 
nect with something in his favorite line, 
well and good; if he can’t, let him grab 
any job that’s loose, but never lose sight 
of his preferred objective. Don’t “do the 
rounds” if personnel offices, he warns. 
Looking for “any job” brands the green- 
horn as having no special abilities. This 
is the way he would have young men go 
about it: 

1. Take stock of yourself and decide for 
what specific job or profession you think 
yourself best fitted. 

2. Be determined to serve particular 
employers rather than to beg for “just a 
job.” 

3. Volunteer to work—even without

pay—for reliable employers so as to get 
training and experience. 

4. Survey the possibilities of various 
kinds of personal service with an eye out 
for: Personal work; management end of 
retail work, skilled salesmanship which 
combines selling ability with technical 
knowledge, cost accounting, market re- 
search and all kinds of personal and 
business service in the distribution field, 
since it is greatly needed to bring pro- 
ducer and consumer closer together. 

5. If you can afford to travel about a 
bit, look in the newspapers for localities 
where there may be openings in your pre- 
ferred field. 

6. Tackle small towns and rural sections 
first. They offer more opportunities than 
crowded cities. 

On this point, the professor suggests, 
as likely profitable territory: 

(a) The Eastern Atlantic coast states, 
with the exception of Northern New En- 
gland; the outlying sections of metropol- 
itan centers in New Jersey and Pennsy!- 
vania; Georgia, which he says is rapidly 
becoming one of the most promising in- 
dustrial-agricultural regions of the nation.
